Plowing: 

Farmors, asa gonoral rule, says ono of 
them in a recent letter, do not take pains 
enough with thia part of thelr farm work. 
Tam convinoed that I can got moro clear 
cash from an acro that Is woll plowed than 
I can from an acre that is only half plowed. 
What I mean by half plowed is whoro It la 
plowed by guess, deep hero and shallow 
there, wide furrow here anda narrow one 
there, with the {arrows stnnding on odge or 
turned over very flat, Wo can do good 
plowing junt an easily ard jurtos fastas wo 
can hog it over, 
Tho first thing In good plowing Is to com: 
monco right, In marking out» bed I uso 
two stakes, one at the opposite end of the 
field from which I begin to. plow and the 
other aboat olght roda from this toward tho 
ond where I begin. Get tho atakos In line 
with tho farrow whore you start, and then 
take some object away beyond tho ficat 
stake you sot in exact line with tho stakes 
and farrow where you begin, and then go 
ahead with the plow until you come to the 
firstatako, Stop and tako tho stake down 
and lay it to ono eldo cut of the way, and 
then go ahead agalp, taking the ond stake 
and the objoot beyond for your gulde, lo 
plowlog tho first two times around sot your 
plow-wheol so as not to plow moro than 44 
inches deop. After you have gono thus far 
ralse your whocl so as to plow tho depth

Cautions for the Aged, 


Ago works groat phystoal changes, many 
ef which are gonorally recognized. Some 
of them Involve dangerous Iisbilities, and 
Impose the need of constant caution, 

Oao ta to guard ogalnet undus exertion 
Tho tovgh, olastic cont of tho artorios is apt 
to become, on the one hand, chalk-tike 
and britt!c, or, on the other hand, fatty and 
weak, Nature seoka to guard ogalost the 
consequent danger by renderlog older per 
sons less inclined tocffort. Bata little ox 
tra exertion put forth suddenly, may caus 
the weakenod vessels to glve way, fron tho 
increased force with which the heart throws 
the bloodintothom, Hero» may result ap 
oplexy or fatal aneurlem—tho latter boing 
n sudden bulging out of arterles, 

So, too, the hoart Itself (or its saorta—the 
great curved trank which firat recelves the 
blood from the hoart) may bo in a similar 
condition, and auddenly fail because of un 
duo exertion, when it might havo been 
equal to the ordinary work of years. Such 
no doubt was tho last onse, when an olderly 
gentleman hurried to reach o railroad train, 
and foll dead on entering it, The sged 
shonld firmly refase to hurry. 

A like caution applies to whatever quick. 
ena tho action of the heart, Evory ono 
knows the power of violent emotions in this 
respect, Noono wishes to fall dead ina fit 
of anger, Undue eatlog, especially of atim- 
ulatlog food, is almost as dargerous, All 
the appotites need to bo kopt under con- 
trol. 

A special caution Is needed In dercending 
the stairs, In our normal voluntary move- 
monts there are certain nico adjustmsnts af- 
footed by unconscious mental acts, But 
ago «ffects such a change im the brain ab- 
atanco that mental activity Is lessened, An 
old man can no more think as quickly asa 
young than he can run as fast, or jamp as 
high. . Hence the mizstops of the aged In des- 
cending stalra, Aged porsons, thoretore, 
should form the habit of taking thelrbearlng, 
to tozpeak, at tho top of tho stairs, and keep 
their mind on oach step down by a conaclous 
voluntary effort, 

The aged should also most carefully guard 
against chill, It is more dangerous for 
an old man to catch cold than for » young 
man to catch a fover, 


Pack the Lungs with Air. 


Deep breathing and holding of the breath 
ann item of importance, Persons of weak 
vitality find an uninterrupted succotston of 
deep and rapid aspiration so distressing 
that they aro discouraged from perserviog in 
thooxercise, Lot such persons tako into the 
longs as much air as they canat a breath 
and hold it as long as they oan, and they 
will find a grateful senso of relief In the 
wholo abdomnial roglon. Practico will in- 
crease ability to hold tho breath and the 
capacity of tho lunga, After o timo the art 
may bo learned of packing the langs. This 
isdone by taking and holding the long 
breath and then forcing moro air down the 
treack w by swallows of alr. The operation 
may be described by that of a fisho's mouth 
In water, To thoro who have never loarned 
it will be surprising to what extent the 
lungs may bo packed. Caution at first Ie 
needful but after practice will warrant large 
use of the treatment, Tho wholo thoraclo 
and abdominal oavitles will receive immo- 
diate benefit and continuance and tempor- 
ance in eating, good air and right exorciee, 
will briog welcome improvement, 


Palatable and Pare, 


Distilled water is not essential to good 
health, It is ** flat, stale and unprofitable. 
Unless well crated it is unpalatable, The 
process of distilling separates tho minerel 
matter, but not the volatilo substance, The 
cor pounds of nitrogen and sulphur may re- 
appear In the distilled water, and tho po 
ouliar odor so repulelve to delicate tartes. 
Tf oloan soil-watsr cannot bo obtained, 0 
a largo, deep and clean olstern, and keop it 
clean, Take a sound oak or ash barrel, put 
afals» bottom (portorated) 3 inches fiom the 
bottom of the barrel ; place three Inchee of 
clena washed gravel on the top of tho per- 
forated bottom; on this twelve Inches of 
granulated charcoal, made from hard map!e; 
on this 4 inches of clean washed sand, and 
thon place a perforated false top over the 
sand, so that wator poured Into tho barrel 
will not disturb tho filtering materials be- 
neath, Insort a wooden faucot In tho aldo of 
the barrel, close to the bottom, and you will 
havo a filter which will make good rainwa- 
tor filtered through It as clean and palatable 
as can bo desired,

The leadera in the riots were social 
ista and avarchista who had beon driven 
from Europe and had found refuge in the 
United States. The abuse they have thus 
made of the refagé afforded them shows that 
they are only deserving of death, and it is 
hoped the United States authorities will 
make short work of them. 


labor troubles and strikes that have been so 
frequent of late, but in reality they were as 
far removed from a genuine labor demonatra- 
tion as is possible to imagine, The demon 
stration can in no way be regarded as an 
agitation by workingr for any kind of 
better torms from employers, but as the na- 
tural fruit of the socialist or nihilist element 
which has been growing in some of the 
larger centers for some time back. Bombs 
were thrown and reyolvera used by the 
rioters, some fifteen thousand in number, 
faced by only two hundred policemen; fiy 
brave policemen were killed, and forty or 
fifty others wounded, in collisions which 
took place at the McCormick works and 
elsewhere, A tnob of 6,000 to 8,000 assem 
bled near the cornur of Eighteenth street 
and Centre avenue, and raided Rosenfeldt’s 
ug store, carrying off everything portable, 
y then raided a liquor store in the vicin 
ity. Women and children joined in the 
raid. The police dispersed them finally, but 
the mob appeared insane, the male portion 
yelling, females screatning and boys whis- 
tling as they rushed into the place. The 
store was completely gutted, Rieters drank 
all the liquor. ‘The next point of attack 
was Weiskoff’s saloon, It is under a hall 
where the anarchists have been holding 
meetings. Just why this place was visited 
is not apparent, except on the ground that 
the members of the mob were frenziod. 
Barrels of liquor were rolled out, heads 
broken out, and the rioters revelled in the 
liquid, Bottles of whiskey, wine and beer 
were consumed, and then the work of de- 
molishing the fixtures was proceeded with. 
Not a table or chair was left unbroken, the 
ice-chest and counter being split up into 
kindling wood. Lieut, Sheppard with a 
large force of men was ¢ juickly summoned, 
and the mob ran like frightened curs. 
The ringleaders of the riot were arrested 
in the office of the Arbeiter Zeitung, where 
were also found a large quantity of inflam- 
matory circulars, dynamite, and other means 
of nihilistic warfare, all tending to show 
that Chicago contains a hotbed of the worst 
forms of old-world socialism, Through all 
the troubles the police acted in a most 
praiséworthy manner, and many deeds of 
individual bravery are reported. One of 
the arrested Bohemian rioters, gives the 
following account: ‘Spies, the communist, 
and a number of other speakers addressed 
the meeting. We were excited at the time, 
and the speeches made by these men only 
made us more 0, When at last Spies told 
us that the only way for us to gain our point 
would be to murder our oppressors and des- 
troy their property, we loudly cheered, At 
last he pointed to McCormick's factory anil 
said we should start there, He then jumped 
off the cart on which he was standing while 
speaking and walked toward the {acto 
We all following him. At the gate we inet 
workmen employed in that factory, and 
taking them for non-nnion men, we com- 
menced to throw stones at them. Here I 
noticed something that has cured me of fol- 
lowing a braggart’s advice. As soon as tho 
trouble began the man who urged us to the 
deeds of violence jumped on a Blue island 
car and went home, leaving us to reap the 
fruit which he had sown. Well, we were 
fools, and will have to take the consequences. 
Tam cured of my foolishness without the 
punishment I expect to receive, All I wish 
is that the man Spies and the likes of him 
shall get what they deserve ” 

A late Chicago despatch says:—‘‘It is 
ascertained that of the Polish and Bohemian 
rioters who regaled themselves with liquid 
refreshments when they sacked the drug 
store at Centre avenue and Tenth strect, 
last Wednesday, eight have died and at 
least four more are known to be beyond 
hopes of recovery. ‘The stuff taken’ was 
mostly wine of colchium, ‘lhe effect pro- 
duced by drinking it would be to give the 
victim excruciating pains in the bowels and 
convulsions. 


Russian Designs on India. 


A special despatch to the Montreal Mit 
ness from London says:—'*From the tenor 
of the private advices received here it is evi 
dent Russia is extremely well pleased with 
the turn Grecian affairs are taking. It is 
stated on good authority that Russia's 
Steady strengthening of her hold upon Cen- 
tral Asia to the north of Afghanistan is to 
be more rapidly carried out from the mo: 
ment that hostilities between Turkey and 
Groece begin to occupy the full attention of 
the anxious and jealous powers, ‘This is 
the most favorable season of the year for 
road-naking and military transportation in 
that region aud with the British Indian ar- 
mies’ euergics entirely absorbed in putting 
down rebellion in Barmah there will be 
nothing to hinder the pushing ferward of 
Russia's ambitious schemes at the highest 
possible speed, Lord Dufferin’s recent ap 
plication to the Home Government for # re- 
inforcement of the Indian contingent is said 
to have been accompanied by an urgent ap- 
peal for a more vigorous policy in prepara 
tion for the inevitable conflict between Rus 
sia and England which is to settle the future 
possession of India. Lord Dufferin’s appeal 
was mace not 80 much in his official capaci 
ty as Viceroy of India as in the character of 
a diplomatic servant of the Crown and he is 
anid to have intimated that he should refuse 
to muck longer retain an office which placed 
him in a false light before the world of seem 
ing to assent to a policy which must end in 
England losing the most important fraction 
of her dominion, His communication is un- 
derstood to have made a great impression 
upon Mr. Gladstone for more than one rea 
son. As, aside from the obvious‘correctness 
of Lord Dafferin’s position on this question, 
it would be embarrassing for the Govern 
ment to have so popaley a diplomat as the 
present Viceroy of India assume, from pure- 
y patriotic motives, the part of an opponent 
of the Government,

The Cobourg World says:—'‘ Mr. Pearce 
intends taking personal management of his 
newly acqnired property and will operate 
this season the Harwood branch. On Mon- 
day, in company with the engineer, he took 
arun over the road between Cobourg and 
Harwood, to ascertain the extent of the 
damage done to the road-bed by the storms 
of winter. They found that considerable 
repairing would be necessary before the road 
could be used for traffic, The railroad will 
be operated this year at all events. Mr. 
Pearce has completed arrangementa with the 
Peterborough proprietors ef the Harwood 
mills for the transhipment during the com: 
ing season of seven or eight million feet of 
lumber. Mr, Pearce will probably disman- 
tle the road from the Narrows to where it 
crosses the C.P.R., a distance of six miles. 
There have been several of millions of dol- 
lars in the property which will, we trast, 
under Mr. Pearce's energetic directions, be 
profitable to him and to the municipalities 
which are interested in it. In the course of 
interviews held with Mr, Pearce during his 
stay in town, he candidly admitted that he 
was not the sole owner of the road, but was 
a party to the proprietorship with the Bank 
of Toronto. At the time of the sale in To- 
ronto, he made a certain proposition to the 
bank which was accepted, and somewhat 
unexpectedly to himself, he became the 
owner of the road. He said it was purely a 
matter of dollars and cents with him, aud 
he was going to make the most of his bar-

One thrust aside the cup of life in the midet 
of her work, and when the neighbor women 
were dressing the white form for the grave 
they spoke of her good qualities as a house- 
keeper, her unceasing work and unwearying 
care for her family, and the long months of 
suffering, through which she had never fal- 
tered, never called for assistance, but still 
daily performed the same routine of labor 
as when in good health. Such instances are 
not infrequent, and the death that comes 
from overwork is a lingering and cruel death 
Tiere are few women who know how to 
rest.

Oorpulence and How to Reduce It. 

Prof, Ebstein's work on tho troatmont of 
yorpulence has been translated by Dr. 
E, W. Hoober of New York, To those who 
aroanxious to reduc» their advoirdupols by 
a regular syatem wo commend the following 
loos 

Aftor laying much stress upon tholfim 
portance of caroful adaptation of the sys 
tem to tho Individual case, #0 that the do 
create la corpalence shall be gradual and 
novor eo rapid as fo In Gd degree weaken 
the forces of the patient, the author recom 
menda 

«Tne dict mua conniat of threo meals, 
breakfast, with toa or cofleo—but this 
without milk cr sugar—dinner and suppor 
The dinner is tho moat {mportant meal. 
Notking should ko taken between broak 
fast and dinner. Supper must be compara. 
tively light, With dinner the patient may 
take ono or two glasses of light wine, white 
or rod ; beer Isto bo avolded, ualess the 
bydro-carbons are proportionately reduced, 
and then oaly a very small quantity can be 
allowed,” 

Here is a somplo bill of fare by whioh a 
pationt was reduced “twonty pcuads Io 
three quarters of a year,” which to people 
ina burry about it may seem to be somo 
what slow and suggest memories of the 
charity boy, who, having learned the alpha 
bot, doubted ‘* whothor it was worth whilo 
to go through so much to learn so little”: 

(1) Breakfast, one large oup of black 
tea, without milk or sugar; about two 
ounces of white or brown bread, and plenty 
of butter, Time, in summer, 6:30; in win- 
ter, 7:30a.m, (2) Dinner (about 2 p, m.), 
soup, with bone marrow oocasionally, four 
to alx ounces of meat, boiled or roasted, 
with fat gravy, especially of fat meat, 
plenty of vegetables, oabbage, and most of 
all legumes (peas and beans), Boots, oar- 
rots, and turnips wereon account of the 
sugar they contain almost totaly excluded, 
potatoes entirely, After dinner a little 
fresh fralt, occasionally some salad or stow- 
ed fruit, bat without sugar. To this was 
added two or threo glasses of white wine, 
Soon after dinner a large oup of black tea, 
again without sugar or milk, (3) supper 
(between 7 and § p, m.), In winter regular 
ly, and In summer occaslonally, another 
large cup of toa, without ony sugar or milk ; 
one egg or some small plate of fat moat, 
cr both, or some ham, with Its fat, rausage, 
smoked or fresh fish, two ounces of white 
bread, with plenty of butter, and occasion 
ally » little cheese and a little fresh fruit.” 

There dooa no} seem to be much doepriva- 
tlonend hardship about that—to one who 
has novor tried it, Ebstoin, it will be ob 
servod, allows a liberal quantity of flalds 
with meals. In this respoot he is vigor- 
ously opposed by other sclentifio theorists, 
Dr. Sohweninger, for Inatance, absolutely 
forbids the drinking of anything at meals, 
or within two and a half hours afterward, 
and requires that at all times the quantity 
of fiaid taken shall be the least possible,

world which possesses such curative powors 
as water, If it costa dollara pint, and had 
to be brought a thousand milos, physicians 
would no doubt preaoribe it, and people 
would be anxious to purchase lt, Bat It is, 

haps, too cheap and convenient to come 

ito general use, About throe quarters of 
every human body is warm water, and the 
presence or absenco of this fluid in due pro- 
portion has more to do with health than 
almost any other condition of our existence, 
Aman can live upon water three or four 
times as long as he can upondry food; In 
fact, nothing Is tit for food unless it contains 
a large percontsge of water, And for a 
large proportion of the diseases from which 
men suffer, water is the most prompt and 
«ficient remedy, In casea of croup, collo, 
nouralgia, congestion, sore throat or rheu- 
matiem, there is probably nothing which 
will so promptly relieve distreas and dan 
jorous symptoms as pure hot water, In 
‘8 nature cries out for water with un 
le desire ; and It is often the only 
remedy which oan ratisfy and relicve tho 
sufforcr,

The best teatimony that osu be had from 
eve witn «f the storm Is to the 

ffeot that the cloud was somewhat difllerent 
ia appearance from cyclones ia genera! aa ro 
ported. Hon, J, A. Demeoules, an ex-mem- 
ber of the house of representatives was at 
his house near George lake, not far from the 
track of the storm. He told a roporter of 
the appearanoe of the cloud. Sald he: * It 
muat bave fcrmed rapidly, and jast above 
the lake, as it was thoro whon I firet noticed 
it, It was vory black, and seomed to be 
constantly in motion, At first I thought 
it was the emoke from some large fire and It 
was moving rapidly scroas the Iake when I 
firat osw it. It was flat and ovalin shapo, 
with sort of spiral at oach of the extrom- 
ities, one extending upward and the other 
downward. It was pecullar In appearance, 
and I watohed It closely when It had passed 
acrons the Iako, It scomed to stop, Its 
movement rosombled that of a fan opening 
and closing, and It rematned stationary for 
somo seconds, Almost instantly ite form 
ohanged.

The ure of the mio 
of sotentific research 
that Is of importance to man, 
of dlease, about whose origin little w 
known, have had much light shod op 
them since this Instrument was employed In 
thelr study, both strong animals ond 
plants, We find now that man Is constant 
y lashed by Invisible foos—eomo attack 
ing himeelf and otters the food which he 
cats. Daringthe past ecmmner and falla 
stiiking oxample of this coourred In the 
prevalence of tho so-called * potato rot,’ 
which has proved a great loss throughout 
the Provinte and in many parts cf tho 
United States, In tho Lullotin iesaea in 
November from the Buroau of Industries 
wo learn that tho ‘‘rot” prevailed through 
the whole southern belt of the Provinos. 
In many cases one-half to threo-fourths of 
tho crop was destroyed, and insomo It was 
not worth digging. With such disaster 
around us, the questionsare naturally sug- 
goated, Whatis the cause of the * rot’?

This village, like all other municipalities 
in the Province, has its Board of Health, yet 
we are not aware that any steps have ever 
beon taken to enforce the ‘' Public Health 
Act,” or any by-law of the municipality 
that may be in existence to supplement the 
same. We therefore call attention to the 
following from the ** Public Heblth Act 
Just now ia the time when the provisions of 
the measure are particnlarly necessary 

** All wells in the muncipality which are 
in use shall be cleaned out before the Ist 
of July in each year, and in case the Board 
of Health certifies that any well should be 
filled up such well shall be forthwith filled 
up by the owner of the premises, Privy 
vaults, ceas-poels or reservoira shall be 
cleaned ont once a year on or before the 15th 
day of May, and from the 15th day of May 
to the Ist day of November in each year 
they shall be thoron, ghly disinfected by ad 
ing to the cententa of the vault, cesspool or 
reservoir, onge a month, not less than two 
pounds of sulphate of copper, dissolved in 
two pailsful of water, or other suitable dis 
infectant. All putrid or decaying animal 
or vegetable matter must be removed from 
all cellars, buildings, and yards on or before 
the 15th day of May in each year, Every 
householder and every hotel and restaurant 
keeper shall dispose of all garbage for which 
he is responsible either by burning the same 
or placing it ina proper covered receptacle 
for swill and house offal the contents of which 
shall between the 15th day of May and the 
Ist day of November, be regularly removed 
‘as often as twice a week. Between the 15th 
day of May and the Ist day of November, 
no hog shall be kept within the limits of 
any municipality except in pens seventy feet 
from any house, with floors kept free from 
standing water and regularly cleaned and 
disinfected.” 

‘As warm weather has come on early this 
year, no time should be lost in putting 
everything in good sanitary condition. It 
should be remembered that although the 
16th day of May is the limit, nuisances at 
any time of the year are prohibited. The

of the towel to make It bright, 

The towels themselves srs not tho loast 
important of the mcans to the end of wash- 
Ing dishes properly, They rcquiro care to 
prevent thoir becoming groasy and malodor 
ous, Whilo washing soda should never be 
used In any department of laundry work, 
the addition of a couple of tablespoonfals of 
tmmonia to the sudsin which dish towels 
aro scrubbed does no harm, ond ssalsts ma- 
terlslly inthe removal of dirt, Toe towels 
should never be boiled until washed thor- 
oughly, Otherwise boiling setsthe stains,
